“ASHES OF THE FURNACE OF WAR” 


A poignant pica not to forget the oitifully few 
Jewish survivors of the Nazi terror sull languishing 
in D.P. camps in Germany is uttered in a leading 
article of qhe sixth issue of UNzeR SziyMe (Our 
Voice). published by the Centfal Jewish Commuttee 
in Bereen-Belsen. 

Fight months have passed since the day of 
liberation, the article says. We have long since 
lost the feeling of ecstasy of that wonderiul day. 
We are no longer drunk with sheer joy, and the 
thrill of existence has lost its momentum 

The jast act of the war has been brought to a 
conclusion, Millions who were’ enslaved by 
Hitlerism ‘have returned in their bomes. . Soldiers 
who were torn from kith and kin are beginning to 
rebuild: their. lives among their loved Ones. Presi- 
dents and Prime Ministers and Foreign Secretaries 
are im solemn conclave, and the great captains 
depart. Life is approaching normality. 

But our problem Still exists. We are the ashes, 
the clinkers, the, residue of the furnace of war. Who 
is interested in ashes?
